Inportany Discovery or Copper ORE 
in Piumas Counry.-We have been shown 


.|.a couple of exceedingly rich specimens 


of copper ore obtained from a newly dis- 
covered’ mine on Grisly Creek, Plumas 
county. One of these specimens, weigh- 
ing about eighteen pounds, is tolerably 
purecopper glance—a variety of ore 
that contains usually from sixty to 
eighty per cent. of that metal. It was 
obtained at a depth of sixty feet, where 
the vein, stated to» be well defined, is 
about eighteeu inches thick. The other 
specimen, precisely similar in composi- 
tion to the first, weighs thirteen and a 
half pounds, and was obtained from a@n- 
other claim, at a considerable distance 
from where the other specimen was ob- 
tained, where the vein was twelve inches 
wide. This variety of ore usually con- 
tains a percentage of silver. Judging 
from appearances, we should think that 
there was considerable of that metal in 
these specimens, As they will be sub- 
mitted to analysis we shall probably be 
able to report their composition more 
correctly in.a few days. If these veins 
of ore are as represented, their discovery 
will be of the greatest importance to the 
residents of Plum»s county and to the 
tate at large.—[Flag.
